Knutsford for the past four days and 
has been purchasing his outfit in this 
city for a preliminary survey of the 
field from this end of the line. 
His 


party will meet a similar party from 
the other end. As soon as this line is 
mapped it is expected that an engi- 
neering corps will enter the field from 
Salt Lake and at the same time 
a 


corps of engineers will be sent out 
from the coast to meet nthe party from 
this end at some point in Nevada. 


It is now positively determined that 


the power behind the enterprise 
is 


George J. Gould. When the company 
flrst started in to acquire the rights of 
way in California, Mr. Gould denied 
that he was in any way interested in 
the coast line. 


Since then the silence of George 


Goulc! has been noticeable. He has re- 
fused absolutely to say a word for or 
against the Western Pacific, although 
attempts to interview him on the sub- 
ject have been made several times. He 
pretends to know nothing about 
the 


road and stimulates the most profound 
surprise when 
it 
is suggested that 


preparation are going forward for the 
construction of another coast line.

PROVISIONS THAT THE 


HUNTERS SHOULD KNOW 


Full Text of the Bill Passed by the 


Last Session of the Nevada Legisla- 
ture 


The Reno Gun Club and several in- 


dividual citizens have lequested The 
Journal to publish the game law as 
enacted by the last Nevada legisla- 
ture. It Is as follows: 


Insectivorous Plume and Song Birds 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons, firm, company, 
corporation or association, to kill.catch 
destroy, wound, snare, trap, injure, or 
pursue with attempt to catch, cap- 
ture, Injure or destioy, any bluebird 
bluejay, thrush, mockingbird, yellow- 
hammer, oriole, hummingbird, or swan. 
robin, meadowlark, or any insectivor- 
ous plume 01- song bird within this 
state. 


Relating to Pheasants 


Sec. 2. 
It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons, fli m, company, 
corporation or association, to kill, de-

Jarnes G 
Merklinger has finished 


planting the fry allotted to the Truc- 
kee river by the California Fish Com- 
mlsssion. 


He was appointed to do this work 


by thp Commissioners of "Washoe coun- 
ty. The fry are the proportion agreed 
upon by the California Fish Commis- 
sion for the prlvlleg-e of maintaining 
a hatcheiy within the borders of the 
county. Washoe's allotment was 155,- 
000. 


These trout were all received in 


fine 
condition 
and were 
carefully 


planted in the river. Forty-five thou- 
sand were placed between the state 
line and the hon bridge at Verdi. 
Flifty thousand moie between Verdi 
and Laughton's and the balance be- 
tween Laughton's and the Asylum. Mr. 
Merklinger visits the grounds where 
the fish weie planted almost daily and 
reports thp young trout in fine con- 
dition 
He believes that 75 per cent 


of them will survive.

planted where there Is the least dam- 
age fiom predatoiy fishes

was seen by a Bonanza representative 
yesteiday and from him was elicited 
the statement that the necessary mon- 
ey had been subscribed, work had al- 
ready begun on. the road at the nar- 
rows, a. few miles from Rhodes; that 
the material necessary for the con- 
struction of the road had been, ordered 
and would soon be delivered, and that 
unless something unforseen happened, 
th» road would be fully equipped and 
in operation and trains running unto 
Tonopah by the 1st of December of 
the present year.

The road, as heretofore announced, 


will be narrow gauge, but the be.d and 
ties will be of standard size so that 
in the future, should the Southern 
Pacific change the gauge of the Car- 
son & Colorado, of whiich there has 
been considerable talk, there will be no 
difficulty in spieadlng the rails to con- 
form to that company's plans.

There is no doubt that the advo- 
catrs of the gold standard contemplate, first, the making 
o^ the silver dollar redeemable in gold; second, the with- 
iU-aw?l of full legal tender privileges form silver, and, 
thirc, the retirement of standard sdlver, but so far they 
have not dared to carry their theories to their legitimate 
conclusion.

The Miner Tells of the Developments 


in Some of the Properties During 
the Past Week 


A fine vein of ore was discovered 


last week by Charles Isley and L. L. 
McAfee on a claim owned by them a*(
